Franklin Wants Case Settled. 


P. A. S. Franklin, President of the 
International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany, in a statement last night, said: 

*‘In securing the order of the United

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—Fire that 
aroused passengers early this morning 
on the liner City of Honolulu, when the 
ship was 670 miles southwest of San 
Pedro, forced passengers and crew to 
take to lifeboats and rafts. They were 
rescued several hours later by the Ship- 
ping Board freighter West Faralon, 
bound for the Dutch West Indies, wire- 
less reports were that every passenger | 
and member of the crew had been 
rescued without injury because the sea 
was smooth and permitted all to get 
away from the burning liner. 

There were seventy-three passengers 
on board, of whom fifty-six were in the 
cabins, and 145 officers and members of 
the crew, making 218 in all, and all of 
those, Captain M. M. Walk of the West 
Faralon reported, were safe. 

The West Faralon was directed by

Functions on an Antenna at Any 
Wave Length, the Inventor 
Declares. - 


LANCASTER, Pa., Oct. °12.—Preven- 
tion of static interference in reception 
of radio signals has been solved by an 
invention of Dr. B. Galen McCaa of 
Ephrata, near here, says The Lancaster 
Examiner-New Era today. 

Dr. McCaa has been working on static 
problems for four and a half years 
here, in New York and in California. 

“Two different systems have been de- 
veloped that function on an antenna at 
any wave. length,’ he satd, ‘' Either 
one, when combined with a tone selective 
device that has been developed, operates 
to eliminate static. 

. ‘In California this Summer the static 
of 6,000 audibility was reduced to five, 
at which time commercial signals were 
received 250 times the strength of the 


stati¢.”’ 

The second system, developed itn his 
laboratory since his return East, has 
produced results superior to those ob- 
tained in California, he declared, add- 


ng: 

‘* Tests have been made on the latest 
development at 360 meters, on which a 
broadcasting telephone system is oper- 
ated,.and it is known that the device 
will operate on all radio systems at any 
wave, length. The latest device is free 
from eritical adjustments and is abso- 
lutely stable in operation, requiping no 
attention. 

“The fact that it operates on an 
antenna makes it applicable for use on 
ships at sea, and it becomes another im- 
portant factor in lite saving by assuring 
‘absolute communication between vessels 
under conditions at which they cannoi 
now operate.’

WOMAN WITH FIRE 


Burns Her With Cigarette to 
Compel Her to Tell Where 
Money Is Hidden. 








BINDS HER WITH NECKTIES 





Screams Bring Neighbors to the 
Rescue of Policeman’s Wife— 
Woods Searched for Thief. 





Detectives and uniformed patrolmen 
were searching every inch of the woods 
afound Jamaica last night for the man 
who broke into the home of Chauncey 
Shultz, a patrolman, at 2 Hutton Street, 
near Flushing Avenue, and tortured his 
wife by burning her. with a cigarette 
when she would not tell him where her 
money was hidden. 

Mrs. Shultz was lying down in her 
bedroom in the afternoon when she 
heard a sound near her bed and looked 
up to see a young man, cap pulled 
down over his eyes, and a cigarette in 
the corner of his mouth, scowling down 
at her. As she opened her mouth to 
screem he clapped his hand over it, forc- 
ing her back on the bed. 

“Shut up, now,’’ he growled. “ Tell 
me where the money its, or I'll kill you.” 

Mrs. Shultz, so frightened that she 
could barely whisper, said that there 
was no money or valuables in the house. 
She had not been feeling..well, and al- 
though the burglar was young and of 
slight physique, she was not strong 

“Quit your lying,”’ he said. ‘‘ Where's 
the money?” 

When she again refused to tell him, 
he threw back the bedclothes and then 


| ripped her nightgown from top to bot- 


tom. Mrs. Shultz, terrified, cowered at 


| the side of the bed away from him, and 
| the burglar took his cigarette from his 


mouth and held it over her. 

““Come across, now, or you'll be 
sorry,"’ he said, holding her down with 
one hand while he pressed the cigarette 
elose to her skin. Mrs. Shultz was by 
incapable of anything but a 
frightened silence, and the burglar 
slowly pressed the glowing end of the 
cigarette against her, holding it while 
she twisted and tried to get away from 
the grip of his other hand. It burned 
a deep and scrawling red scar across 


her body. 
“T’ll tell if you stop,’’- Mrs. Shultz 
said, sobbing with pain and _ terror, 


seeking time to form a plan of escape. 
When the burglar drew back she told 
him that her money was in the dining 
room below, and that she would show 
him if he would let her go. He said 
he would find it himself, but before he 
went down he got several of her 
husband’s neckties from a rack and tied 
her hands and feet with them, leaving 
her on the bed. Then with a warning 
not to move or make a sound he went 
downstairs. 

As%oon as he had left the room Mrs. 
Shultz hobbled to a small porch up- 
stairs antl called for help. Neighbors’ 
heard her and ran toward the house 
and the burglar dashed out the back 
coor and escaped to the woods near by. 
When the neighbors entered they found 
Mrs. Shultz, faint and leaning in pain 
against the baleony railing, clad only 
in her torn nightgown. 

When the police were notified of the 
attack upon the wife of a comrade 
every available detective and patrolman 
was sent to the house. Deputy Chief 
inspector Cahalane, Captain-of Detec- 
tives Morlarty and Detective Patrick 
Kehoe took charge of the hunt, and 
under their direction squads of men 
beat the woods in every ‘direction and 
hunted through the nejghborhood streets 
for a trace of the burglar. Mrs. Shultz 
was able to give only a general descrip- 


tion of the man, #0 that they had little 
to guide them. e 

A knife with which the burglar had 
threatened Mrs. Shultz was found on the 
floor of the bedroom. It was about 
three inches long with a curved blade, 
and it will be examined for fingerprints. 
The police say it is of such an unusual 
shape that they have hope of tracing it. 
The man got $10 from Mrs. Shultz’s 
pecker book, which he found in the din- 
ng @oom, but overlooked several Liberty 
bonds and $38 in cash which were in a 
rawer in her bedroom. 

Shultz retired from the police force 
at midnight last night after twenty-five 
years in the department.

Schneider signed a deposition yester- 
day in which he said that his reason for 
lying about Hayes was that Hayes and 
Pearl Bahmer had lied about him in 
making statements to the authorities. 
He denied that he had accused Hayes i: 
order to save himself, and asserted that 
neither he nor Hayes had known any- 
thing about the murder, or had been at 
the place where it was committed, until 
he and Pearl Bahmer found the bodies 
of the minister and the choir singer on 
the morning of Sept. 16. 


Arrest Called Mistake, 


That Schneider was telling the truth 
when he accused his chum of shooting 
the minister and the woman in mistake 
for Nicholas Bahmer and his fifteen- 
year-old daughter, Pearl, had been ¢éfi« 
sidéred the height of absurdity by those 


who had believed ever since the bodies’ 


were found that the circumstances point- 
ed to jealousy as the motive and a 


woman as one of the participants in the. 
crime. 


Practically every one but the authori- 


ties had been convinced that Schneider 
had been tricked into accusing his 
friend by a “ psychological third de- 
gree,’ and that a preposterous mistake 
had been made in trying to fasten the 
guilt upon an innocent youth.

The authorities have known for some

They 
have examined the clothing worn by 
Willie ’’ Stevens on the hight of the 
murder, but have not said. anything 
about it, if they found anything, of Im- 
portance. 
Detective Collins, who took the cloth= 
ing from the Hall home to the chemists, 
was sent to Philadelphia later in the 
day to seek what information he could 
get from the dyers. He was also as- 
signed té run down another Philadelphia 
clue that has been ignored by the au- 
thorities. About tWo weeks ago Lieu- 
tenant Belshaw, in charge of the Mur- 
der Squad of the Philadelphia police, 
notified the Mfddlesex authorities that a 
gold watch had been located in a Phila- 
Gelphia pawnshop that might have been 
Mr. Hall’s. The New Jersey authori- 
ties had failed to-send out Circulars with 
a description of the watch to other 
cities, but the Philadelphia police had 
seen “A sOméwhat meagre description 
published in the newspapers, According 
to the Philadélphia police, the New Jer- 
sey authorities took no action on their 
information, and did not send a man to 
Philadelphia until yesterday. 

William Souder, Captain of Detectives 
in PHiladelphia, said last night that dur- 
ng the day he had received a request 
from George Patton of the Prosetutor’s 
Office in New Brunswick to search all 
pawnshops for the watch stolen, from 
the rector. The watch was described as 
thirty years old, with a gold hunting 
case, engine turned and a key winder 
that had been changed into a_ stem 
winder. It was sald at Police Head- 
quarters here last night that the New 
York police had not been requested to 
look for the watch. 


Suggests Attorney General Take Cliarge. 


The New Brunswick Home News yes- 


terday endorsed a suggestion that At- 
torney General Robert W. McCran of 
New Jersey be called into the case to 
supersede Prosecutors Beékman of 
Somerset and Stricker of Middlesex and 
co-ordinate their activities under a single 
head. The editorial read: 

“There is a possibility that consider- 
able assistance might be reridered in the 
solution of the MHall-Mills murder 
through the assignment of the Attorney 
General of the State to direct the in- 
vestigation into the killfng of the rector 
and his choir singer. 

For oné thing, being a State official 


;he would not be hampered by the lines 


of county jurisdiction, and it would no 
longer be a question of voluntary co- 
operation between the officials of two 
counties, but it would be a case of a 
Single directing head who could operate 
wherever and whenever he pleased with- 
& restrictions. However 
3eokman and Stricker 
may be, they are handicapped by the 
fact that each is responsible to the 
people of a different county, and that 
neither can legally operate in the other’s 
territory without consent. Even though 
there is perfect harmony and accord 
among them, there is a certain amount 
of restraint owing to the conflict in 
jurisdiction. 

‘It might be, too, that the coming of 
the Attorney General, taking the case 
up fresh, would have a beneficial influ- 
ence. After working on a case for the 
length of time that this mystery has 
been under investigation there is an 
unconscious and involuntary tendency 
to work along certain fixed lines which 
probably would have no influence upon 
a man who had just come in and who 
nad no preconceived notions in the mat- 
er, 

“This case has assumed national im- 
portance. The eyes of the whole coun- 
try are on Middlesex and Somerset 
Counties in the clearing up of.this mat- 
ter, and the good name of the State of 
New Jersey as a whole is at stake. It 
would be well worth while then for the 
Governor to direct the Attorney Gen- 
eral to take a hand.”’ 

Suggestions were made in 
quarters that Governor Edwards at once 
assign the Attorney General to take 
charge of the case, but the Governor 
announced that it would be impossible 
for him to interfere in such a matter.

When the United States entered 
the war the liner was renamed the 
Huron and used as a transport carry- 
ing troops to France. 

After the war the Huron was brought 
to San Pedro, Cal., and was recondi- 
tioned for the Los Angeles Steamship 
Company. The City of Honolulu and 
her companion ship, the City of Los 
Angeles, formerly the German. steamer 
Kronprinzessin Cecilie, recently began 
the first direct passenger service with 
Honolulu that Los Angeles ever had. 

The City of Honolulu’s registered ton- 
nage is 10.688, her length 523 feet. The 
vesse has twin screws.

But it was sug- 
gested by the seller that the name be 
changed to Joseph Levine and place of 
delivery be the cigar store on Grand 
Street. It was explained that the 
change was desired in order to give the 


transaction the appearance of being 
legitimate. 
Acccording to the agents, they re- 


ceived information that wine could be 
bought from the Hammondsport Prod- 
ucts Company, Inc., of 450 Fourth Ave- 
nue, by using a password. They tele- 
phoned to N. Rosenblum, Secretary of 
the Rabinical Bureau, at 116 Bast 
Twenty-eighth Street, who is also a 
salesman for the Hammondsport Prod- 
ucts Company, and arranged to pur- 
chase the ten cases. 

Einstein said that the Hammondsport 
Products Company, Inc., had a permit 
to manufacture and sell wine for sacra- 
mental purposes. ‘The concern has a 
plant at Hammondsport, N. Y. Einstein 
said that the company’s connection with 
the sale of the ten cases of wine would 


be investigated.

Street, and his hélper, Ray Monohan 
of 256 West Twenty-first Street, were 
summoned to appear today before Com- 
missioner Hitchcock on a charge of 
transporting wine in violation of the 
Volstead act.

Says Columbus Discovered America 
In 1492 and Republicans Discov- 
ered Wounded Soldiers In 1922.

Replying to a questionnaire sent him 
by the League of Women Voters, Dr. 
Royal S. Copeland, Democratic nomi- 
nee for United States Senator, made 
it clear yesterday where he stood on 
national and international questions, in- 
cluding the Volstead act. Dr. Adolf 
Lorenz, the noted Viennese surgeon, 
who found a strong upholder. in Dr. 
Copeland when he was attacked here 
last Spring, visited Dr. Copeland at 
his headquarters at the Murray Hill 
Hotel yesterday and announced that he 
would campaign for the Health Com- 
missioner. Hereare Dr. Copeiand’s an- 
swers to the women’s questionnaire: 

‘“‘1. From personal observation and 
study of European conditions I am con- 
vinced that previous efforts have failed 
to accomplish any. real measure of suc- 
cess toward disarmament. It is my 
opinion that the United States is nbt 
prepared to take the initiative in these 
matters, and that the other powers are 
not as yet in a receptive mood. 

‘2. I think the United States should 
join in every movement looking to the 
reduction of armaments. 

“3. In answering the question rela- 
tive to the Volstead act I quote from 
the Democratic State platform: 


Recognizing that the interpretation of 
the Eighteenth Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution as expressed in the Volstead 
act hag resulted in widespread contempt 
and violation of law, in illegal traffic 














in Mquors and official corruption, we in- 
sist upon Congress enacting such modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act as shall legal- 
ize, subject to the approval of the people 
of the State of New York, the use of 
beer and light wines under such careful 
restrictions as were imposed by the law 
passed in New York in 1920. 


‘*T am in accord, with the Democratic 
platform; so long as the Volstead act 
remains in effect it must be enforced. 


Fayors Aid for Soldiers. 


“4. I favor material aid for the 
soldiers, especially for those who suf- 
fered physically and mentally, and shal? 
do my part in assisting to find means 
to provide necessary funds. 

‘5. I am strongly opposed to the 
Fordney-McCumber bill, which raises 
the cost of food and the other necessi- 
ties of life, and which will result in 


monstrous profiteering. 

‘6. A permanent non-partisan com- 
mission, which I believe is practical, can 
render real service in establishing a 
scientific basis for tariff schedules. This 
plan, too, should result in taking the 
tariff problema as far as possible out of 


politics. 

‘7. I.favor the removal of illiteracy 
throughout the United States. 

“8 T believe in adequate financial sup- 
port for the Children's Bureau, the Wo- 
men’s Bureau in the Department of La- 
bor,ethe home demonstration work in 
the Department of Agriculture, for rural 
hygiene and for every other activity 
making for the prosperity and health 
of the people of the United States,”’ 

Dr. Lorenz said that when Dr. Cope- 
land visited him in Austria last Sum- 
mer he told the Health Commissioner 
that he was destined for an important 
place in the leadership of his fellow- 
citizens. 

‘And I am glad to see,’’ he added, 
‘‘that my prophecy is by way of being 
fulfilled.’’ 


Taunts Republicans on Veterans. 


Referring to the fact that his Repub- 
lican opponent, Senator William M. Cal- 
der, had visited the disabled soldiers in 
a Bronx hospital, Dr. Copeland said 
that Columbus discovered America on 
Oct. 12, 1492, and the Republican Party 
discovered the wounded veterans and 


their needs on Oct. 12, 1922. 

‘‘It is strange,’’ he said, ‘‘ that Mr. 
Calder has not discovered long before 
now how these men are suffering be- 
cause of red tape, neglect and the utt2r 
impotence of the ‘Republican Govern- 
ment: to give these wounded, sick and 
helpless soldiers the aid they need in 
time of distress. If the campaign re- 
sulted in nothing else, it has resulted 
at least in the Republican Party having 
discovered the wounded veterans.

M. Poincaré was on his feet at once. 
Instead of being ashamed, he said, the 
French Government was proud of its 
action in having withdrawn its troops 
from the neutral zone, ‘‘ for by so do- 
ing it had helped keep peace.” 

M. Margaine retorted that peace would 
have been even less in danger if the 
French troops had remained at the side 
of the British, and the Premier then 
laid on Marshal Foch the responsibility 
tor the Government’s action. Foch and 
General Weygand, he said, had assured | 
him that the position at Chanak was 
untenable. He at! once informed the 
Allies of this opinion, and advised that 
the troops should be concentrated in a 
position where they would be less ex- 
posed to any sudden provocation, which 
might have disastrous consequences, and 
he added: ‘‘I know too well what the 
Balkan wars of 1912 and 1914 were, and 
to what they led, not to take every 
possible measure to prevent their re- 
currence.”’ 

The majority of the Chamber loudly 
applauded this statement, but M. Mar- 
gaine persisted that it was nevertheless | 
regrettable that the British had received | 
the impression that they had been left

American Interest in Capitulations. 


American interests will centre in the 
arangements for the continuations of 
commercial agreements and the s0- 
called capitulations, as well as the pro- 
tection of the Christian minorities and 
the right of missionaries to carry on 
their work. The United States occupies 
@ predominant position throughout the 
Near East in all educational, hymani- 
tarian, missionary and relief activities, 
and the security of these institutions, 
with their property investments of more 
than $10,000,000, must be guaranteed. 

Perhaps the most important question 
before the conference will be that of 


capitulations, which are treaties cover- 
ing the rights of foreigners in Turkey 
and providing for their government un- 
der the laws of their own country in- 
stead of the Turkish laws and trial by 
their own consular courts instead of by 
Turkish tribunals, 

“‘Our delegates will demand the aboli- 
tion of the capitulations,’’ said Hamid 
Bey, the Kemalist representative, today. 
“They are humiliating and opposed to 
the best interests of our people. For- 
elgners thereby occupy a preferential po- 
sition and enjoy privileges denied to the 
Turks. Why continue a system that 
has hampered the legislation, justice and 
finance of the country? Is not Turkey 
now an independent nation, with the full 
rights of an independent nation? "’ 

The American Government will oppose 
this claim. The American Consul Gen- 
eral, Gabriel B. Ravndal, explained to- 
day that the real reason for the capit- 
ulations was that the Turks had not yet 
separated law and religion in’ their 
courts and Government, and asserted 
that Christian nations could not permit 
their citizens to be ruled under laws 
based largely on the religious doctrines 
and rites of Mohammed. 

‘“‘Foreigners,’’ said Mr. Ravndal, 
*‘ cannot in Turkey be admitted into the 
general body and mass of paey of the 
nation, as in Europe or America, but 
they must under Moslem law continue 
strangers and sojourners, not acquirin 
any national character under the genera 
sovereignty of the country. How, for 
example, can Americans domiciled in 
Turkey accept the Turkish law on ques- 
tions of personal status, such as mar- 
riage, divorce and succession? 

‘* Moreover, in pénal matters our view, 
which holds the accused innocent until 
proved guilty, is fundamentally differ- 
ent from the Turkish view, which places 
the burden of proof on the party sus- 
pected. The real question at issue is 
not one of taxes, foreign post offices 
or customs immunities; the essential 
consideration is that foreigners cannot 
accept laws governed by religious doc- 
trines repulsive to their ideas and free- 
dom of conscience. 

“The only remedy for Turkey is sepa- 
ration of law and religion and full rec- 
ognition in the Turkish national house- 
keeping of the principles of modern in- 
ternational law.”’ 

Turkish and allied circles today unite 
in giving General ere the warm- 
est praise for his skillful handling of 
the difficult armistice negotiations. He

ATHENS, Oct. 12 (Associated Press).— 
The Greek Government, supported by 
private organizations, including Ameri- 
can, is achieving extraordinary results 
in solving the problem presented by the 
presence of thousands of refugees from 
Asia Minor. 

The arrival here of Dr. Fridtjof Nan- 
sen will add to the strength of the sup- 
port given by the League of Nations, 
but foreign assistance will be required 
if thousands of women and children are 
to be saved. Clothing, especially under- 
garments, is badly needed. 

Forty Americans representing the 
American Legation and Consulate, the 
Y. M. CA. and Y. W. C. A., have or- 
ganized the work which will be car- 
ried out in co-opération with the other 
organizations. Headquarters have been 
established in an unused palace. 

Mrs. Kingsley Birge is sailing today | 
from Piraeus for New York on the! 
steamship King Alexander with twenty~ 
five refugee students—fifteen girls from 
the American Girls’ Institute at Smyrna 
and ten young men from the Interna-} 
tional College at Smyrna. 

Newspaper dispatches report that the 
Greek residents of Eastern Thrace are 
already fleeing, fearing the arrival of 
the Turks, from whom they declare the

HE STARTS UP STATE TODAY 





WIil Not Return Until Last Week of 
Campaign, Which He and 
Miller Will Spend Here. 





In a statement yesterday. Alfred E. 
Smith, Democratic nominee for Gov- 
ernor, charges that Governor Miller 
was willfully evading the facts regarding 
State economy which Mr. Smith said he 
set forth in his Yonkers speech last 
Tuesday night: He said Mr. Miller re- 
fused to answer his chatge that the 
Governor had made false statements in 
order to cover up his record with regard 
to the comprehensive plan for the re- 
organization of the State Government. 
“* Miller's only answer,'’ said Mr. Smith, 
‘is to call me ‘ Alibi Al.’ ’’ 

“In the City of Yonkers on Tuesday 
night,’’ said Mr. Smith, ‘‘I .charged 
Governor Miller with making false state- 
ments in order to cover up his record 
with regard to the comprehensive plan 
for the reorganization of the State Gov~ 
ernment. 

‘“*T charge that he had his opportunity 
as Governor to make good his position 
on this matter and he accepted the 
Chairmanship of the Executive Commit- 
tee organized to urge this reform. In 
the course of my speech I referred to 
the specific report and the page therein 
showing the figures of the State Con- 
troller, 

“If the Controller made a mistake, 
why does not Governor Miller say 80? 
He gives no statistics, makes no ref- 
erence to any public document of any 
kind as substantiating his statements. 
In place of this he gives us another 
avalanche of entirely different figures, 
all of which are as false and mislead- 
ing as are his first ones. Figures that 
are not correct do not stay put. I am 
afraid that the people of this State 
need not expect from the Governor any 
answer to my speech at Yonkers. It 
is conclusive. It raises a very impor- 
tant issue and makes a charge that is 
serious. 

“If what I say is false, the Gov- 
ernor has it within his power to prove 


it. If what I said is true, it consti- 
tutes a serious reflection on the integ- 
rity of the Governor as a candidate for 
re-election. Up to this minute the peo- 
le of the State are asked to accept 
is answer, which is to call me ‘ Alibi 


Mr. Smith will leave at noon today 
for Poughkeepsie, ‘‘ hot on the trail ”’ 
of Governor Miller, to begin his up- 
State campaign. Tomorrow he will 
speak at Haverstraw and on Monday 
will address a meeting in Troy. He 
will not return to New York City until 
the last week of the campaign, when 
both he and Governor Miller will de- 
vote their final efforts to New York 
City. It was sald at Mr. Smith's head- 


quarters at the Hotel Biltmore that 


up-State towns and cities were making 
urgent requests for the candidate for 
Governor and Dr. Copeland, nominee for 
United States Senator, as well as many 
other prominent speakers as possible.

Rabs Against ex-Governor’s Leg 
and He Sees in It a Sign 
of Good Lack. 


A large black cat strolled into Public 
School 1 at Henry and Oliver Streets 
last night and rubbed against the leg 
of former Goyerng Alfred E. Smith as 
he was registering. ‘ That’s a good 
omen,”’ laughed the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor as he stopped and 
stroked the cat’s head. 

Mr. Smith was accompanied by Mrs. 
Smith and their son, Alfred E. Smith 
Jr., who will cast his first vote on 
Nov. 7. ‘* Yes, this will be my first 
vote,” said ‘‘ Al Jr.,”” ‘‘ and I am mighty 


glad that it will be cast for my father.”’

WANTS UNCONTROLLED 
HEADS OF STATES 


Dr. MacFarland Would Invest 
Them With Same Freedom 
as Judges Enjoy. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Churches of 
the world must demand for Chief Magis- 
trates and Ministers of State of the 
nations the same freedom from political 
control that is now enjoyed in some 
measure by Judges, Dr. Charles S. Mac- 
Farland, general secretary, said in a re- 
port today to the administrative com- 


mittee of the Federal Council of 
Churches. 
Dr. MacFarland, who has just re- 


turned from a tour of Europe, said 
there was a growing feeling among the 


people of all countries that the ‘present 
confusion in world politics 1s in a large 
measure due to the fact that men in 
power are. seeking, first, to maintain 
their own administrations, second, to up- 
hold their respective parties, and, third, 
after taking care of the other two, to 
do what they can for their country.” 
“It is clear,’’ continued the report 
“that the Church throughout the world 
must find her voice and utterance de- 
manding freedom for chief magistrates 
and Ministers of State such as we now 
have in some measure for Judges of 
courts, 80 that the dead hand of parti- 
san ahd personal, politice shall be for- 
ever cut off from the body politic.”

King 
Alexander, it was resolved that George 
should be deprived of all royal privi- 
leges and held responsible for oral and 
written attacks upon the royal house of 
Jugoslavia and tite authorities of the

HARDING PRAISES WORKERS 


Hoover Tells of Guarantee Fund of 
$230,000 a Year From Com- 


monwealth Foundation. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The story of 
eiforts to make a nation of better 
grown-ups by perfecting the health of 
its children: and making them happier 
was told tonight at the annual conven- 
tion here of the American Child Hygiene 
Association by Secretary Hoover, its re- 
tiring President. It is the hope, Mr. 
Hoover said, that eventually ‘*‘ ten po- 
licemen may be replaced by one com- 
munity nurse.’ 

Mr. Hoover announced virtual com- 
pletion of arrangements consolidating 
the two great voluntary societies en- 
gaged in the work—the Child Hygiene 
Association ana the Child Health Organ- 
ization of America. He alsa informed 
the convention of a plan by which a 
complete demonstration in every avenue 
ef protection of child health is to be 
had through the munificence of the 
Commonwealth Foundation, which has 
guaranteed, for a term of years, funds 
aggregating $230,000 per annum for the 
work. 

Earlier in the day the convention had 


received from President Harding a let- 
ter commending the work of Mr. Hoover 
and his assoctates in the attempts to cor- 


rect physical rratiities in children, and 
declaring that the love of children was 
‘‘the tenderest sentiment of civiliza- 
tion.’ The Chief Executive expressed 


wishes for the organization’s future 
efforts. 

‘*Your work is one,’’ the President 
wrote, ‘‘which in our country cannot 
lack for financial support, unselfish per- 
sonal aid or high leadership.’’ 

Tells of Vast Work Ahead. 

Mr. Hoover, in‘ his address, touched 
on the vast amount of work yet to be 
done by the organization, but expressed 
gratification that ‘‘ our public concern 
with the education, health, welfare ond 








joy of childhood is already far beyond 
that of any other coyntry.’’ The cause | 
of the children, the Commerce Secretary 
declared, has no opposition in this coun- 
try, ‘‘except perhaps the opposition of 
ignorance,’’ and he believed that was 
rapidly being dissipated. 

The merging of the two great health 
societies was declared by Dr. L. Emmett 
Holt of New York, President of the 
Child Health Organization, to be an 
event of significance and importance. 
He predicted more efficient effort, bet- 
ter administration and a greater oppor- 
tunity for service would result from the 
amalgamation. 

To the new and stronger agency, Dr. 
Holt said, both professional and public 
groups interested in the work would 
look for help and expert guidance in 
matters relating to the health and 
physical development of children. 

“It is our task, an important func- 
tion,’’ Dr. Holt continued, ‘‘ to interpret 
the findings of laboratory investigations 
for the man in the street. That infor- 
mation should be trustworthy and ac- 
curate regarding all aspects of the 
child’s health.”’ 

Dr. Holt advocated the use of motion 
pictures and the newspapers and maga- 
zines as avenues by which the public 
may be given useful information In the 
development of the coming generations. 

Mr. Hoover stressed the need of con- 
veying the information to the public. 
He insisted that the function of the 
society primarily was one of education, 
saying that the public must be convinced 
of the righteousness of the courses fol- 
lowed and the ultimate advantages to be 
gained therefrom, 


Sets Forth Society’s Objects. 


The Secretary set forth the objects of 
the society as follows: 

“That we stimulate appreciation of 
the service that can be done for chil- 
dren and the nation in the matter of 
health. 

“That the enormous activity in Amer- 
fica for the welfare of children and 
mothers shall be directed in a scient’fic 
manner and by scientifically trained 
men and women. 

vf at these applications of science 
shall reach every corner of the country 
and evgry child in it. 

‘That these efforts on behalf of chil- 
dren shall be built upon the solid rock 
of inspiration in the local community to 
its responsibility, and not built upon the 
shifting sands of overcentralization. 

‘The ideal to which he should drive 
is that there should be no child in Amer- 
ica. that has not been born under proper 
conditions, that does not live in hygienic 
surroundings, that ever suffers from 
undernutrition, that does not have 
prompt and efficient medical attention, 
that does not receive primary instruc- 
tion in the elements of hygiene and 
good health.’’

VIENNA, Oct. 12 (Associated Press).— 
Chancellor Seipel today presented to the 
Assembly the draft of the measures 
embodying the reforms on which the 
League of Nations’ plan for a loan is 
conditioned, As he ascended the tribune 
there were cries of ‘‘ong live inde- 
pendent Austria!’’ to which there was 
an answering cry from the Left of 
‘““Threé cheers for annexation! ’’ 

Attacking the plan on behalf of the 
Social Democrats, Dr. Karl Renner, the 
former Chancellor, declared that it 
meant not two but twenty years of 
foreign control. He charged that the 
Entente was using Austria as a catspaw 
to gain commercial supremacy -in the 
Balkans. 

The plan, said Dr. Renner, contained 
nothing the country could not do for it- 
self. if only the bourgeois parties would 
accept the Socialist program of reforms 
and lend their co-operation. There were 
ten families of the great nobility claim- 


ing Austrian citizenship, he declared; 
who could easily raise the required sum 
if they were true patriots, while he, as 
well as the Government, knew other na- 
tive sources which could pay it over- 
night, but, rather than co-operate hon- 
estly with his party, the Government 
referred foreign taskmasters.

Sale of Financier’s Collections 
and Other Property Begins 
at Dreamwold. 











SCITUATD, Mass., Oct. 12.—More than 
2,000 persons were on the grounds of 
Thomas W. Lawson’s famous estate, 
Dreamwold, here today when the public 
auction of the financier’s treasures got 
under way. 

The collections of art objects going 
under the hammer have been brought to- 
gether from all parts of the world. They 
comprise bronzés, bric-a-brac, pictures, 
rugs, silver plate and many curios. 

Unique among them are the collec- 
tions of elephants and small bells. The 
pachyderms, in ivory, bronze, china and 
precious metals, are the works of the 
world’s cleverest craftsmen. The small- 
est, made of pure gold with ivory tusks, 
is the size of a peachstone; the largest, 


of bronze, is more than a foot in height. 
There are nearly 200 elephants in the 
collection, The bells were~ gathered 
abroad, one from every country that Mr, 
Lawson has visited.

It was pur- 
chased by the financier for $100 from an

ITALIAN POLICIES. 

The meeting between Senator 
SCHANZER and Dr. BENESH, the Italian 
and Czechoslovak Foreign Ministers, 
seems to have resulted in a better un- 
derstanding, whose reaction will be 
felt in other nations. Specifically, their 
concern was with Austrian . affairs. 
Italy has the chief responsibility in 
the new plan of a sort of international 
receivership for Austria, with Czecho- 
slovakia second. Despite the flurry 
in the Italian press a few weeks ago, 
there is no reason to doubt that the

Dr. BENESH apparently persuaded

| no anti-Italian direction. Despite the 
| bad feeling between Italy and Jugo- 
| Slavia, Czechoslovak and, above all, 
Rumanian sentiment would resent tak- 
ing part in an anti-Italian combina- 
tion. The hopes expressed by the two 
statesmen for the possible diversion of 
Czechoslovak -trade to Trieste express 
a natural wish of both countries, 
though it is not likely to prevail 
against overwhelming economic forces. 
It is true that the fall of the mark at 
present offers special attraction to 
Czechoslovak exporters for trade 
through Germany. But without spe- 
cial inducements it is hard to see how 
Czechoslovak trade can be diverted to 
Trieste. That port blossomed as a 
result of unusual favor from the Aus- 
trian Government; and it may be 
doubted if even Italian and Czech 
influence tn the new Austria will be 
sufficient to overcome the natural 
attraction which must- draw most 
Czechoslovak commerce to Hamburg 
and Bremen. 

Whatever may happen to Trieste, 
the meeting seems In general to have 
led to the better information of both 
Governments and the furtherance of 
peaceful progress in Central Europe. 
To that end the policy of Senator 
Somanzer and Count Srorza has stead- 
ily contributed; it marks a long step 
along the road on which Italy will find 
naturally and inevitably a powerful 
increase of her influence among the 
succession States. In quite another 
tradition is the inclination of the Ital- 
fan Government to cancel the agree- 
ment by which the islands of the 
Dodecanesus, except Rhodes, were to 
be given back to Greece, This arrange- 
ment was made when Greece bade 
fair to become the dominant Power 
in the Levant; after the recent dis- 
asters the Greeks have so much to 
worry about nearer home that it may 
seem safe to perpetuate Italian con- 
trol over a group of islands where le- 
gitimate Italian interests are’ no

hours of the day and night; and he 
‘was expected to negotiate an accept- 
able understanding with MusTarHa 
Kemaz and his National Assembly at 
Angora while standing on as a 
soldier to defend the interests of Great 
Britain. and save her prestige in Asia 
as well as in WBurope. General 
Harinaton’s ordeal really began a 
year ago, when the Greeks were res- 
tive in Thrace, impinged on the neu- 
tral zone there, and were tempted to 
march on Constantinople. There has 
scarcely been a moment since he took 
command of the British land forces in 
1920 without {ts problems and anxie- 
ties.

His record of achievements as an engi- 
neer and scientist is long, and his pub- 
lic services have been many, in war as 
well as in peace. 

Ag the head of the institution to which 
Dr. STRATTON now goes there will be, of 
course, fine opportunity for the display 
of his abilities; but the fact that the 
‘‘ Massachusetts Tech’ could call him 
from the Bureau of Standards in Wash- 
ington, where, from next to nothing, by 
twenty-one years of hard and success- 
ful work, he had built up a great organi- 
zation, conferring benefits of more than 
national value, illustrates anew the fre- 
quent failure of our Government ade- 
quately to reward, and so to retain in 
its service, the men of science whom it 
needs so much. 

Legislators are familiar enough with 

the paying of good salaries to Republi- 
cans or Democrats who are ‘ deserv- 
ing’’ in the political sense, but it is 
hard, and usually impossible, for them 
to realize that in activities of which 
|they know nothing more money really 
can be earned than they get themselves. 
The result is that the Government bu-

Curiously enough, however, the threat- 
ened boycott of the American lners has 
not been immediate. One big one went 
out this week with only two tickets re- 
turned for fear of thirst unquenched, 
and even in those cases no affidavits 
as to the reason for cancellation of pas- 
sage went with the request for it. So, 
just possibly, not quite all ocean trav- 
elers are filled with horror at the pros- 
pect of a week or two weeks without 
strong drink, 

As for the proposed seeking of other 
ports than ours, somehow the threat is 
not convincing. Most of the other ports 
than ours—be it said with all due re- 
gard for the delicate sensibilities of our 
friends the Canadians—are a bit peril- 
ous, and more than a bit uncomfortable 
to enter, for a considerable part of the 
year. Between coming safely into New 
York Hai»or on dry ships and risking 
the Winter fogs off Halifax or in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence on wet ships, the 
thoughtful traveler will ponder for some 
time and at least occasionally decide in 
favor of the South against the North.

THE PRICE OF PROHIBITION. 


Fancying a Reversal of the inter- 
national Situation as to Liquors. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The state of mind of foreigners, heare 
ing the new status of the relation of 
prohibition to the high seas, may be ap- 
preciated here if we try to imagine 
what the tobacco planters (not only of 
Virginia and Carolina, but even of the 
Connecticut Valley) would think of 
France if the inconceivable possibility 
of prohibiting tobacco there should ever 
become a fact; and if not.only were to- 
bacco prohibited in France itself, but 
ships entering French ports were not 
allowed to sell tobacco to any of their 
passengers because certain French peo- 
ple felt that tobacco was a bad thing. 
Nor would it be difficult to imagine 
the feelings of the farmers of this 
country were England to order all ships 
—including those of our Shipping Board 
~—which enter English ports to come 
-without wheat, or to throw overboard 
before reaching the three-mile limit 
whatever excess of wheat might remain 
from the stock provided for the voyage. 
The fact that Englishmen had developed 
conscientious scruples against wheat, or 
bread made from wheat, would have 
little effect on our feelings. 

Nor are these parallels as absurd as 
fanatics would be only too willing to 
suppose. Europe has no such feeling 
about the iniquity of wine and beer as 
have those fellow-countrymen of ours 





who lump everything containing more| foundland, 


than half of one per cent. of alcohol 
together under the generic term, ‘* rum.” 
The price we are paying for the bene- 
fits of prohibition is high enough—for 
it is our liberty of conscience. Since 
extremes are ever to be avoided, we 
may hope that the inevitable reaction 
against the ridiculous lengths to which 
prohibition has carried us will soon 
set in. 

The prohibitionist’s plea in communi- 
ties where public opinion is not. suf- 
ficlently developed to respect the Con- 
stitution (as amended) without the help 
of enforcement officers, a plea to stand 
together for ‘‘law and order,’’ reminds 
one of the plea of the Church in 
Luther’s time. If there had not been, 
| at various epochs, people courageous 
enough to defy authority for conscience’ 
sake, we should have had no Pilgrims. 
| Perhaps the days when liberty of 
| conscience found it martyrs have not 
wholly passed.

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DR. GRENFELL’S WORK. 


What He Is Doing for the Hardy 
Fishermen of inhospitable Labrador. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On Aug. 17 THE New Yore Tnms | 
published an editorial entitled, ‘‘ Famil-— 
jar News From. the Labrador.”’ The 
writer commends Dr. Grenfell’s' work 
and supports his plea for immediate as- 
sistance and relief in the form of both 
food and clothing for needy fishermen 
and their families in the North. This 
same editorial concludes, however, with 
the following statement: ‘‘ It does seem 
that the experiment of settlement in a 
region so inhospitable to civilized men 
has been unduly prolonged. The dwellers 
there serve no purpose of any appre- 
ciable importance to themselveg or any- 
body else. Almost continuous hardship 
is all they can expect, and~too often 
what they get is death by cold and star- 
vation combined. They are so few in 
humber that if the moriey spent in 
rescuing them from the rigors of their 
land and climate had been used in estab- 
lishing them where nature is kinder, we 
should have been deprived of Dr. Gren- 
fell’s admirable books and he of an 
enviable record * * * but these re- 
wards. seem hardly to be worth what 
they cost.’’ 

To this paragraph I wish to take ex- 
ception from the standpoint of an eye- 
witness. It has been my privilege to 
travel extensively up and down the 
coasts of Newfoundland and Labrador. 
I have served—in a volunteer capacity— 
&s private secretary to Dr. Grenfell for 
two seasons, visiting with him all the 
fishing villages of Northern Newfound- 
land, the Canadian Labrador and Labra- 
dor proper, cruising on the little hos- 
pital ship Strathcona, , sunk only this 
week after twenty long years of hard 
service. Let me remind the writer that 
life in Labrador is not as recent and 
unsuccessful an experiment as he would 
have us believe. Cabot discovered New- 
foundland and claimed it for the British 
Crown in 1497. Captain George Cart- 
wright opened a post of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, perhaps the oldest estab- 
lished fur business on the North Amer- 
ican Continent, in 1670, at Cartwright, 
Labrador. White men have been living 
in this small corner of the earth, and 
making the best of it, for more than 
three hundred years. 

TheXfield of Dr. Grenfell’s work in- 
cludes the northern peninsula of New- 
comprising the districts 
of Green Bay sand St. Barbe, with a 
resident population of some 47,000 peo- 
ple, consisting mainly of the descen- 
dants of English, Scotch and French 
pioneers, who went there for the fish- 
ing; also the Canadian Labrador, com- 
prising a stretch of nearly 300 miles 
of coast from Natashqan to Blanc Sab- 
lon, in the Straits of Belle Isle, with a 
resident population of over 3,000 white 
people of the same extraction, and from 
the Straits of Belle Isle northward on 
Labrador itself (controlled by the New- 
foundland Government) to Cape Chid- 
ley, where there is a population of some 
3,000 more, made up of the descendants 
of English and Scotch fishermen, to- 
gether with some Eskimos and Indians. 
During the Summer months the popu- 
lation of the Labrador is increased by 
thousands of fishermen and their fam- 
ilies, who live on their schooners during 
| the fishing season. Thé@se last are New- 
foundlanders, Canadians, French and 
Americans. 

When Dr. Grenfell first came to this 
coast in 1892 he found an honest, sim- 
ple people, totally lacking medical and 
surgical skill, largely uneducated and 
with but few schools, earning by dili- 
gence a precarious living through fish- 
ing, furring and sealing, and carrying 
on their trade largely by a system of 
barter. The question whether this pop- 
ulation, resident and transient, is worthy 
of the money expended upon it is one 
which Dr. Grenfell, his associates and 
the Directors of the International Gren- 
fell Association have often asked them- 
selves. But the answer seems to be that 
this is a sturdy, self-reliant people, who 
are unhappy when taken away from 
the coast, and who contribute out of 
all proportion to thefr numbers to the 
wealth of the world in food and furs. 
The estimated value of the fisheries of 
this coast in the year 1920—the latest 
figures I possess—amounted to $16,000,- 
000, or over 2,000,000 quintals of cod and 
| salmon, certainly a substantial contribu- 
tion to the essential food products of the 
| world. Attempts have been made to 
| place parts of this population en masse 
in other localities,\ but they have in- 
| variably failed. It is to he noted also 
that the 200 young men and women 
who have left.the Labrador and New- 
foundland Coasts to be educated in the 
United States, Canada and England, 
with the assistance of the Grenfell Mis- 
sion, have, with a single exception, all 
returned to work among their own peo- 
ple. 

As to the promise which this work 
holds for the future, it might be stated 
that already, as a result of Dr. Gren- 
fell’s work, a marked economic change 
for the better has taken place in the 
| conditions among these people. Schools 
have been established, two Children’s 
Homes are now in operation, one in 
Newfoundland, one in Labrador, the 
contributions of the people themselves to 
the Grenfell Hospitals have been in- 
creased, and the foundations for a 
better industrial development and better 
social conditions have been laid. 

Today, when the trend is toward cen- 
tralization In the cities, it would seem 
that any enterprise which tended to 
keep people in a country where their 
sturdy qualities and their personal re- 
sourcefulness are developed is worthy 
of consideration and support. It is dif- 
ficult to overestimate the value to the 
world of the type of men which life 
under these conditions develops. Lab- 
rador and Newfoundland contributed 
nearly 9,000 fighting men to the British 
Arniy and Navy in the World War. The 
object of Dr. Grenfell’s work from the 
beginning has been to help these people 
to help themselves. And he is doing it. 
Speaking as one among hundreds of men 
and women who have seen Dr. Gren- 
fell’s work at first. hand and approved 
it, I belleve that the facts more than 
justify the experiment, and constitute

The 3,000 delegates to the convention _ 
of the State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs went on record yesterday at the 
Commodore as favoring the return of 
the direct primary, and a copy of the’ 
resolution adopted was forwarded to 
Governor Nathan L. Miller. The reso- 
lution was offered by Mrs. R. ©. Tal- 
bot Perkins of Brooklyn. 

In offering it Mrs, Perkins urged that 
it be adopted, declaring that women 
would never get public offices without 
the direct primaries. She said that she 
had attended the last two Republican 
conventions, as a delegate, and her ex- 


perience had converted her to the belief — 


that the direct primary was necessary. _ P 
Supporting the resolution was Mrs. Ida 
Sammis of Nassau County,*who wae the 
first woman to serve in the Legisla- 
ture. She pointed out that thirty-seven 
States have a direct primary system 
and warned the convention that only a 

‘narrow group of people” were against — 
the system. 

In the general debate that followed the 
introduction of the resolution, one speak- 
er said that “‘ the politicians have taken 
the teeth out of the woman’s vote by 
abolishing the primary.” The resolution 
finally was passed unanimously, but not 
before Miss Helen Varick Boswell, who 


was the Republican candidate for New ~~ 


York County Register last Fall, had 
said that one of the arguments against 
the primary system was the expense 
involved and the fact that many of the 
voters had never availed themselves of 
the primary. 


Oppose Change in Dry Laws. 


The delegates took a positive stand 
against any modification of the prohi- 
bition laws by adopting a resolution 
introduced by Mrs. Leigh D. Colvin, 
who _criticised the Literary Digest poll 
and argued that the return of light 
wines and beer would: bring back 95 per 
cent. of the old liquor traffic, 

In response to a request by the Woe 
men’s Club of New Rochelle, the con 
vention registered a ban on high school 
fraternities, sororites and all scholastic 
or collegiate secret societies. ‘The dele- 
gates pledged themselves to support the 
proposed legislation to make such or- 
ganizationy illegal. The resolution fol- 
lowed the text of the one adopted re- 
cently by the Board of Education and 
the measure which the Federation will 
get back of was drafted by Harry B, 
Chambers of the Board of Education. 

The convention recommended to its 
Public Health Section a resolution call- 
ing for a State-wide campaign by wo- 
men’s clubs against mosquitoes, and the 
section reported that a campaign of co- 
operation would be worked out and put 
into force as soon as possible.

the death of the éx-Kaiserin.

50,000 MOURN AS 


MARIE LLOYD IS BURIED 


London Motley Crowds Weep in 
Streets as Popular Singer’s 
Funeral Procession Passes.

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The éxtraordinary 
hold Marie Lioyd had on London the 
atregoers was proved today by the 
crowds who attended her funeral, They 
began to gather outside her home, 5,000 
crowded into the cemetery before the 
gates were closed, ahd it is estimated 
that 60,000 lined the route of the funeral 
procession. Six large automobiles fill- 
ed with flowers preceded the hearse, 
and most of the well-known variety art- 
ists of London followed it. 

It was, however, the character of the 
unbidden crowd which impressed all 
spectators. It consisted of hundreds ot 
men and women of all classes who had 
known the dead singer only on the 
stage. Many of them were old enough 
to remember the furore she created as a 
young girl thirty-odd years ago. Others 
had accepted her, though past her 
prime, as an old established favurite 
and not a few had personal experience 
of her generous bounty. 

Flower sellers, street salesmen and 
women from. drab. side streets sent 


wreaths or came 
of respect. They had often laughed 
with her from ‘‘ Gods’’ and they wept 
openly as her coffin was carried past. 
At the graveside the officiating clergy- 
men had to pause to permit the crowds 
to recover their self-control.

| SLOCUM DISASTER HERO 


Rescuer of 155 Persons From 
Burning Steamer in 1904 Won 
Congressional Medal of Honor. 


Captain John Leonard Wade, holder of 
a Congressional Medal of Honor for his 
heroic rescue of many lives in the Gen- 
eral Slocum disaster of 1904, died yes- 
terday of heart disease, aged 59, at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Jennie Mc- 


Donald, 753 East 138th Street, Bronx. 
He had been In poor health since the 
death of his wife two years ago. He 
was manager of the John L. Wade Tug 
Company. 

When the Slocum took fire the morning 
of June 15, 1904, Captain Wade was 
acting as engineer in his tug, Wade, 
then near North Brother Island. He 
made all speed to the burning steamer 
and ran alongside, while his crew 
Jumped into the water to aid the strug- 
gling women and children there. Wade 

imself helped scores to safety, being 
severely burned as he did so, His own 
decks crowded he raced to the dock at 
138th Street and returned to save more 
lives, In all 155 persons were carried 
ashore by the tug. 

Captain Wade started a rellef fund for 
the victims, who themselves offered him 
enough to pay the cost of repairs to his 
tug. But he refused to touch the money 
and gave it back to the relief fund. Cap- 
tain Wade had been in the shipping 
business twenty-eight years. Four years 
ago he rescued two young men whose 
canoe had capsized in the Hudson. 


Mgr. Patrick E. Smyth. 

Mgr. Patrick E. Smyth, since 1902 pas- 
tor of St. Joseph’s ‘ Roman Catholic 
Church, on Pavonia Avenue, Jersey City, 
and the oldest priest in the Newark 
diocese, died early yesterday morning 
at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., where he 
had gone for his health. He was born 


in County Cavan, Ireland, eighty-two 
years ago, and following his gradua- 
tion from the National Seminary at 
Maynooth, entered the priesthood in 
1864. Since coming heré, in 1871,-he 
had held various offices in New Jersey, 
including nineteen years as pastor of 
St. Mary’s in Plainfield. During the 
celebration of his golden jubilee in 1914 
he was made a Monsignor.

Eyesight Conservation Council Gives 
Advice to Employers. 


Steps should be taken by employers to 
save the eyes of the nation’s millions of 
industrial workers, says a statement is- 
sued by the Eye Sight Conservation 
Council of Ameria, commending the pur- 
poses of Safety Week.

TROTZKY LAUDS RED FORCES 


Says Army Is 800,000 Strong and 
That Navy Is ‘‘Marvelous.” 


MOSCOW, Oct. 12 (Associated Press). 
-— The Red army and navy have com- 
pleted their first manoeuvres, and Nam 
very much satisfied,” War Minister 
Trotzky told the Congress of Textile 
Trade Union Workers yesterday, upon 
his return from the South, bronzed from 
outdoor life. 

“Tt was the Allies who at Genoa re- 
fused our offer to consider disarma- 
ment,” he added, “and we have drawn the 
conclusion that it is necessary for us to 
keep up an army 800,000 strong. 

“The army is made up entirely of 
young men. In the Ukraine and Crimea 
I watched the 1901. class responding 
the call to the ‘colors’ in conformity 
with the new militggy service law, and 
I am glad to say was tremendously 
impressed with the enthusiasm shown by 
all the recruits. 

“1 watched the Black Sea manoeuvres 
with great interest. It was marvelous, 
considering the fact that just a short 
time ago the navy was paralyzed. 

‘Since those days foreign ships have 
threatened Cronstadt, fired at Odessa 
and aiso sent us ultimatums. Conse- 
quently we have come to the conclusion 
we must have a navy in order to safe- 
guard our shores.

COVERS TWENTY YEARS 


Its Execution Expected to Call for 
_Annaal Appropriations of 
300,000,000 Francs. 


PARIS, Oct. 12.—France'’s naval pro- 
eTram, which will be presented to the 
Chamber of Deputies at an early date, 
according to The Figaro, will be spread 
over a period of twenty xears, and con- 
sequently {s of a very general charac- 
ter. It will fix the total tonnage for 
each class of ships without specifying 
the number of vessels, which is left for 
the building programs to be arranged 
every five or six years. 

It is understood the proposed fgures 
are as follows: Battleships, 175,000 tons, 
the figure fixed by the Washington 
naval agreement; cruisers, destroyers 
and torpedo boats, 330,000 tons, the ex- 
isting tonnage; submarings, 65,000 tons, 
not including the small types suitable 
only for coast defense. 

Execution of the program would neces- 
aitate continuance for the entire period 
of the 300,000,000 francs appropriation 


accorded by the naval construction bill 
for 1923. 

There would be no changes in the ar- 
senals or navy yards, nor in the ap- 
propriations rovided for them in 1923, 
ut a few Nght craft and submarines 
would be laid down in. 1924. 

As to the sunken battleship France, 
which went down in Quiberon Bay after 
striking a rock on Aug. 26, the naval 
board has not yet reached a decision, 
but it is practically certain that the 
board will not ask replacement of the 
vessel, which in the present state of 
France’s finances would cost too much. 

Neither is the board expected to rec- 
ommend completion of the one Nor- 
mandie type of battleship which has re- 
mained unfinished since 1914, holding the

Acceptance of the bust of Viscount 
Bryce, which was placed in the capitol 
building, was by Chief Justice Taft, 
while the acceptance speech for the 
atatue of Burke, erected in a public park 
On Massachussetis Avenue, between 
Eleventh and Twelfth Streets, was by 
Secretary Weeks. Both presentations 
were made by Sir Charles Cheers Wake- 
field, former Lord Mayor of London; on 
behalf of members of the Sulgrave In- 
stitution and the British public. 

Among those who attended the unveil- 
ing of the Bryce bust were Secretary 
Hughes and Sir Auckland Geddes, the 
British Ambassador. The bust has a 
permanent place in the corridor at the 
Benate end of the Capitol in what is 
known as ‘the International Shrine ”’ 
along with memorials of Kozciusko, 
Pulaski, Garibaldi and others. 

Dr. H. S. Beland, Minister of Soldiers’

Wilpert; one copy I presented 
to the Pope, another to my Palace 
Chapel at Berlin. The latter was stolen 
from the chapel by the mob during the 
days of the revolution. The metal work 
was done entirely by monks, the em- 
broidery by nuns of the order, both 
excellently. One of the places in- 
habited by nuns of this order is the 
convent of Saint Hildegard, above 
Riidesheim, which I visited in 1917. 

My ietter to Admiral Hollmann was 
due to the excitement aroused by a 
lecture entitled ‘‘ Babel and Bible,’’ de- 
livered by Professor Delitzsch before

Scholarship and Religion. 


The first part of the letter, which 
deals primarily. with Professor De- 
litzsch’s statements, has been omitted 
from the reproduction of the letter 
printed below: 

Feb. 15, 1903. 
My Dear Hollmann: 

‘‘@ * @ T should now. like to return 
once again to my own standpoint re- 
garding the doctrine or view of revela- 
tion, as I have often set it forth to you, 
my dear Hollmann, and other gentle- 
men. [I distinguish between two differ- 
ent kinds of revelation; a progressive, 
to a certain extent historical revelation, 
and a purely religious one, paving the 
way to the future coming of the , Mes- 
siah. 

‘* Of the first, this is to be said: (here 
is not the smaHest doubt in my ‘mind 
that God constantly reveals Himself 
through the human race created by Him. 
He has “‘ breathed His breath into man- 
kind,’’ or, in other words, given it a 
piece of Himself, a soul. He follows the 
development of the human race with a 
Father's love and interest; for the pur- 
pose of leading it forward and benefit- 
ing it, he ‘“ reveals’? Himself in some 
great savant or priest or king, whether 
among the heatrens, Jews or Christians. 

‘Hammurabi was one of these, like- 
wise Moses, Abraham, Homer, Charle- 
magne, Luther, Shakespeare, Goethe, 
Kant, Emperor William the Great. 
These men were selected by Him and 
made worthy of His grace; of achiev- 
ing for their people, both in the spirit- 
ual and physical domain, splendid and 
imperishable things, in accordance with 
His will. How often did my grand- 
father clearly emphasize that he was 
but an instrument in the hand of the 
Lord. 

“The works of great minds are gifts 
of God to the peoples of the earth, in 
order that they may improve them- 
selves on these models and grope for- 
ward, by means of them, through the 
confusion of that which is still unex- 
plored here below. God has certainly 
revealed Himself in different. ways to 
different peoples, according to their 
standing and degree of culture, and He 
is still doing it now. For, just as we 
are overcome most by the greatness and 
majesty of the splendor of creation when 
we contemplate it, and are amazed at 
the greatness of God as revealed there- 
in, so also may we, in contemplating 
whatever is great or splendid in the 
works of a man or a people, recognize 


therein with gratitude the splendor of 
the revelation of God. He works direct- 
ly upon_us and among us! The second 
kind of revelation, the more ~-religious 
kind, is that which leads to the coming 
of the Lord. It is introduced from 
Abraham onward, slowly but with fore- 
sight, all-wise and all-knowing; for 
without it mankind would have been 
doomed. 

“And now begins the most astounding 
influence, the revelation of God. The 
tribe of Abraham and the people de- 
scended from it consider the holiest 
thing of all, unescapable in its logical 
consequences, the belief in one God. 
This belief they must have and culti- 
vate. Scattered by the captivity in 
Egypt, the separate parts are welded 
together by Moses for the second time, 
and: still they try to maintain their 
‘monotheism.’ The direct intervention 
of God is what brings regeneration to 
this people. 


Kaliser’s Theology. 


‘“‘ And thus it goes through the cen- 
turies, until the Messiah announced and 
foreshadowed by the Prophets and 
Psalmists shall at last appear. The 
greatest revelation of God in the world! 
For He Himself appeared in the body of 
his Son; Christ is God, God in human 
form. He saved us, He inspires us, we 
are led to follow Him, we feel His fire 
burning within us, His pity strengthen- 
ing us, His dissatisfaction destroying 
us, but also His intercession saving us. 
Sure of victory, building solely upon His 
word, we go through work, scorn, grief, 
misery and-death, for in Him we have 
the revealed Word of God, and God 
never Lies. 

“That is my view of this question. 
The Word, especially for us of the 
Evangelical faith, has become every- 
thing on account of Luther; and De- 
litzsch, as a good theologian, should not 
forget that our great Luther taught us 
to sing and believe: ‘‘ Dag Wort sie 
sollen lassen stehn.’”’ (The Word they 
must allow to stand). 

‘“‘It is self-evident that the Old Testa-

in the domain of politics, 
morals and spiritual life. 

‘‘ For instance, the giving out of the 
Law on Mount Sinai can be looked upon 
only symbolically as having been in- 
spired by God, since Moses had to turn 
to a revival of laws perhaps known of 
old (possibly drawn from the Code of 
Hammurabi), in order to bring coker- 
ence and solidarity to the framework of 
his people, which was loose and little 
capable of resistance. Here the histor- 
ian may perhaps find a connection, 
either in sense or words, with the laws 
of Hammurabi, the friend of Abraham, 


religion, 








which may be logically right; but this 
can never affect the fact that God had 
inspired Moses to act thus, and, to that 
extent, had revealed Himself to the peo- 
ple of Israel. 

‘“‘ Therefore, my view is that our good 
professor should rather avold intro- 
ducing and treating of religion as such 
in his lectures before our association, 
but that he may continue, unhindered, 
to describe whatever brings the re- 
ligion, customs, and so on of.the Baby- 
lonians, and so on, into relation with 
the Old Testament. 

‘‘ As far as I am concerned, I am led 
by the above to the following conclu- 
sion: 

*“‘(a) I believe in one only God. 

‘“(b) We men need, in order to teach 
Him, a Form, especially for our chil- 
dren. 

‘“‘(c) This Form has been, up to now, 
the Old Testament, as we now know it. 
This Form will be essentially changed 
by research, inscriptions and excava- 
tions; but that will cause no harm, nor 
will the fact that, thereby, much of the 
halo of the Chosen People will disap- 
pear, cause any harm. The kernel and 
content remain always the same: God 
and His influence. 

‘‘Religion was never a result of 
science, but something flowing from the 
heart and being of man, through his 
relations with God.

Behind a calliope and a brass band, a 
long line of automobiles, including 
everything from the early “ gas wagons” 
of 1902 to the modern limousine and the 
mammoth Fifth Avenue bus, rolled 
down the Harlem River Speedway yes- 
terday morning and finally established 
the supremacy of the motor car on the 
famous thoroughfare originally built at 
a cost of $7,000,000 for the exclusive 
use of horses. The last vestige of the 
horse disappeared when the Speedway 
—_ formally opened to passenger cars 
and rechristened the Harlem River 
Driveway. 

Attracted by the shrill notes of the 
calliope and the blare of the brass in- 
struments, aS well as by the hum of a 
Police Department airplane that circled 
Washington Heights and Highbridge in 
the course of the ceremonies, thousands 
of residents in that part of the city 
flocked to the east and west banks of 
the Harlem River and crowded upon 
Highbridge and Washington Bridge to 
witness the historic celebration. The 
parade was delayed for about an hour 
while those in charge of the ceremonies 
awaited the arrival of Mayor Hylan. 
Finally it was announced that the Mayor 
was unable to be present on account of 
an indisposition. . 

A grand stand on the westerly side 
of the Speedway had been erected just 
In front of it 
passed a parade of school children from 
Harlem and the Bronx a little while 
before the arrival of the processsion of 
200 motor cars.

Hulbert Opens Driveway. 


The automobile officially came into its 
own when Murray Hulbert, President 
of the Board of Aldermen, cut a blue 
streamer stretched across the Speedway 
at its northerly end giving admission 
to the line of motor cars. The proces- 
sion of automobiles formed at 116th 
Street and Seventh Avenue and moved 
northward on Manhattan Island to 
Dyckman Street, by way of which it 
found entrance to the Speedway. 

In the rear of city officials were auto- 
mobiles carrying costumed characters, 
rerpresenting the Red Man, Columbia, 
Washington and Lincoln. In the parade 
were members of the Women’s Police 
Reserves, wounded veterans of the 
World War and a group of ‘‘ New 
York's most talented children ’’ selected 
by the Community Council of the Pub- 
lic Schools. Major Charles A. DQ Boils 
was Grand Marshui of the parade. 


Magistrate George W. Simpson, Chair-

ation was to be used to make further 
improvements on the Speedway. He said 
that an additional appropriation of $181,- 
000 would be asked of the Board of Estt- 
mate to build a new bulkhead wall, for 
new walks and new curbings. Mr. Hul- 
bert said that $300,000 altogether was 
needed for restoring Highbridge Park 
and building a parapet of granite In the 
same general design as the architecture 
of Washington Bridge.

IDLE TAILOR LEAPS OFF

A riot was narrowly averted yesterday 
at the New York Velodrome during the 
holiday bicycle program, which attracted, 
a crowd of about 6,000 spectators.

Willie Spencer 
Just a few lengths back of Goullet, had 
no time to slacken pace or avoid a 
crash, with the result that his wheel 
banged into Goullet and the pair skidded 
down the embankment together. 

Goullet sustained a cut on the palm 
of his left hand and was stunned. When 
he recovered his scattered wits, Goullet 
raced down the track after Arthur 
Spencer, who had crossed the finish line. 
Goullet appeared intent on fisticuffs, 
while the crowd sent up a mingled shout 
of disapproval for Arthur Spencer and 
encouragement for Goullet. Cooler 
heads among the track attendants re- 
strained Goullet just as the Newark 
star reached Arthur Spencer. The 
crowd, however, showered Spencer with 
Peanuts by the bagful, folded news- 
papers and programs.

KENTUCKY STAKE 


Takes Feature Event at Lexing- 
ton as Grand Circuit Racing 
Is Resumed.

LEXINGTON, Ky.,. Oct. 12.—Grand 
Circuit racing was resumed here this 
afternoon after an enforced postpone- 
ment since last Friday due to bad 
weather conditions. The program orig- 
inally scheduled for last Saturday was 
given, the features being the Kentucky, 
for three-year-old trotters, and the 
Phoenix, for 2:04 pacers. J. J. Arch- 
bold’s Peter Earl, driven by Nat Ray, 
Was a rather easy winner of the Ken- 
tucky, but the Phoenix was undecided 
after two heats. The weather was cold 
and the track slow, but, though the 
time registered was slow, the heats in 
nearly every instance were closély con- 
tested. 


Peter Earl won the Kentucky stake in 
rather easy style. The best time for 
the event, 2:13%, was slower than any 
record in the event since Emma Winter 
won it in 1900. The Pennsylvania filly, 
Alma Worth, was second by virtue of a 
second and fourth, and Eleanor Worthy, 
that had finished last in the opener, 
was next to the winner in the second 


heat. 
The finish in the first heat of the 


Phoenix was very close, Edna Early 
just getting up in time to win from the 
favorite, John Henry, by a nose. The 
second was also close. This time Jullfa 
M. Direct beat Edna Early a_ neck. 
The favorite, John Henry, went into a 
break at the head of the stretch and 
finished fourth. After this heat the race 
was carried over because of darkness. 

Bingenwood Jr. became the first 
double. winner of the meeting in land- 
ing the 2:12 pace. Homefast, away for- 
wardly in the first heat, managed to 
stall off the rush of the gray Canadian 
side-wheeler, Tony the Hero. Fondabell 
ressed Bingenwood in the second and 
t was again Tony the Hero that made 
the -contention in the final heat. 

The 2:16 trot was also a split-heat 
affair. Plain Mac won the first in easy 
style with Binque the contender. The 
consistent Binque won the second heat 
with Trumpator second and Plain Mac 
out of the contention. In the final Plain 
Mac was a rather handy winner and 
again it was Binque that was his main 
rival.

| MILWAUKEE, Oct. 12.—With the 
| world’s series a matter of history and 
| the public slowly awakening to the fact 
that the new baseball players’ organi- 
zation has been accepted by the Na- 
tional League players and is about to 
become an important factor in the fu- 
ture of the national pastime, all eyes are 
turning to the promoter, Attorney Ray- 
mond J. Cannon of Milwaukee, for an 
explanation of the motives of the 
league. Cannon has been working 
Silently but effectively, assisted by a 
host of Major League acquaintances 
and the new organization has suddenly 
taken form. The next six weeks will 
see it develop into a working body 
functioning through regularly , elected 
officers chosen from the rank and file 
of the players. 

“Misinterpretation of facts and at- 
tempts at diseredence of both the 
league and myself as well as the mo- 
tives of the organization have been 
without avail,’”’ said Attorney Cannon 
today. “The league has been ac- 
cepted by six clubs in the National 
League, all of whom have enrolled their 
full roster of players. On the other 
two teams the majority of the men have 
been enrolled. 

“*I wish it to be understood once and 
for all that this organization is not 
seeking to antagonize the 
Rather, we seek to work with them to 





secure a better understanding between | 


the player and the owner. Also the 


organization is not one which will spe- 
Clalize in individual grievances. We are 
working or rather aiming to benefit 
all players. We are not planning a 
Players’ war or players’ strike. Such 
statements come from individuals who 
misinterpret the motives of the league 
either willfully or through ignorance of

The only bout that went to a decision 
was won by Billy Ryckoff of East New 
York over Danny Lee, another local 
bantamweilght, Ryckoff took the place 
on the program of Franki. .“c¢rome, who 
was unable to appear because of an ab- 
scess on the arm. The match went the 
limit of ten rounds and the referee, Andy 
Griffin, and the judges, Tommy Shortell 
and Charlie Meeghan; gave the verdict 
to Ryckoff because of his greater ag- 


gressiveness, especially in the last three 
rounds. 

The feature bout brought together 
Irish Johnny Curtin of Jersey City and 
Terry Martini, who has done most of his 
fighting in New England. Both weighed 
120 pounds. Twice before Curtin and 
Martin had faced each other in ten- 
round battles and each had, won a deci- 
sion. At the end of ten rounds chock 
full of action yesterday they were just 
where they started, so far as concerned 
the superiority of ‘either one over the 
other contender for the honors held by 
Joe Lynch.

Cross-Country Champion Never 
Headed In 16-Mile Modified 
Marathon—Michaelson Second. 


Willle Ritola, Finnish-American A. C. 
distance running star, who holds. the 
Metropolitan A. A. U. senior cross-coun- 
try championship title, made a runaway 
race of the Il Popolo modified marathon, 
conducted over a course of about four- 
teen miles through the city’s streets yes- 
terday. The wearer of the Finnish col- 
ors, running a race which reflected sur- 
prising early-season form, covered the 
distance in 1 hour, 20 minutes, 25 sec- 
onds, Ritola led home a pack of sixty- 
nine rivals who survived the stiff test. A 
field of seventy-six started the run, but 
six failed to complete the full journey. 

As he crossed the finish line at the 
New York Velodrome, after circling the 
flat of the cycling track for six laps— 
the equivalent of a mile—Ritola had a 
lead of about a’ lap and one-half over 
Albert Michaelson, blond-haired young 
runner of the Cygnet A. C., Port Ches- 


ter, N. Y., who finished second after a 
spectacular race. Frank Titterton, young’ 
Glencoe A. C. distance star, was third, 
about a lap and one-half back of 
Michaelson. Frank Zuna, Newark run- 
finished fourth, and Mike Dwyer, 
Mohawk A. C., veteran of many hard- 
sought cinder and road struggles, was 


Then came W. Stokeley, St. Christo- 
pher Club runner, who flashed one of 
the best races of his career to gain sixth 
osition. Seventh honors went to Ilmar 

rim, a countryman and clubmate of the 
winner, who was a contender through- 
out the race.

American A. C., thus giving the club 
a sweep of the prizes. The club finished 
its team of five men in the first eighteen 
positions, a demonstration of well-bal- 
anced racing strength which gave the 
sturdy Finn standard bearers the team 
orize by a margin of 30 points. . The 
Fimniah- American quintet finished the 
race with the low winning score of 23 
points. The Glencoe A. C. squad was 
second, with 58, and the Pastime A. C.

In scoring his victory Ritola ran truc 
to form. Fie was a favorite over the 
field, but it was not expected that he 
would have such an easy victory. From 
the time the field left the headquar- 
ters of Il Popolo, Ritola’s wiry figure 
showed as the trail breaker and he 
never relinquished his position at the 
head of the 'pack. 

With Ritola racing along in front, in- 
terest turned to the struggle for runner- 
up honors. Michaelson won second 
medal because he displayed better judg- 
ment in cutting out his pace from the 
start and because he proved himself a 
distance runner of admirable quality. 

The course ied from 180 Worth Strect 
to Lafayette Street, to Canal Street, to

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. ‘12.--Within 
the next six years more than three 
hundred billion dollars will be spent in 
the additional electrification of America, 
said Frank E. Watts, New York, editor 
of the Electric Record, in an address 
to the annual convention of the Na- 
tienal Association of Electrical Con- 
tractors and Dealers here today. 

‘“‘The possibilities of electrical de- 
velopment are unlimited,’’ said Mr. 
Watts. ‘‘ Hight million homes in. the 
United States are now wired for elec- 
tricity, six million are not. Half of 
those will be wired within the next few 
years. 

‘‘How rapidly the central power sta- 
tions is expanding is indicated by the 
fact_that last year the light and power 
companies spent $750,000,000 in new de- 
velopment. And in the next six years 
they will spend a total of four billion 
dollars to extend their eleétrical service 
to the homes and factories in America. 

“It is known that for every dollar 
the central power stations spend in de- 
velopment, other people who make use 
of this service expend in buying motors, 
home appliances, &c., an average of 
380. So within the next six years more 
than $300,000,000,000 will be spent in the 
additional electrification of America.

The successful liquidation by sale -of 
surplus war materials by the United 
States Government was attributed to 
the effectiveness of advertising by 
Major J. I Frink, head of the Sales 
Promotion Division of the War Depart- 
ment, in an address yesterday at the 
seventeenth annual convention of the 
Associated Business Papers, Inc., at 
the Hotel Astor. Major Frink said that 
the surplus property which the War 
Department had had to dispose of had 
been valued at from §$2,000,000,000 to 
$4,000,000,000. Of the vast accumula- 
tion of materials there now remains a 


visible surplus valued at approximately 
$250, 000, 000.

called attention to the fact that the 
Government, ‘in disposing of its enor- 
mous war stores, had: done so effective- 
ly through the medium of business 
papers and newspapers. 

“The War Department,’’ said Mr. 
Neal, ‘‘ conducted the greatest sales 
campaign the world has even known. 
Its selling campaign had to be de- 


veloped from the ground up. The Gov- 
ernment had no salesmen and no sales 
machinery such as a manufacturer has 
when he _ undertakes to market his 
product. The War Department took the 
shortest and what proved to be the 
most desirable cut, cause it ts evi- 
dent that advertising turned the trick.”’ 

Major Frink said that the War De- 

artment had used the columns of 430 

usiness papers scattered throughout 
the entire country for a total of approx- 
imately 10,000 pages of space. 

The War Department had already 
disposed of about $500,000,000 worth of 
war supplies when it decided to start 
advertising, he continued. The depart- 
ment had been allowed for advertising 
one-half of 1 per cent. of the total 
appropriation made to help sell the sur- 
plus. As soon as the effectiveness of 
the advertising campaign had been 
demonstrated, the appropriation per- 
centage had been doubled. 

He said that at the present time the 
War Department was using sixty busi- 
ness papers and seventy-five news- 
papers. He cited the case of a war 
plant built by the Government at a 
cost of $750,000. That plant had been 
offered for sale following the armistice. 
The highest offer received had totaled 
only $368,000. Then the War Depart- 
ment ee begun advertising. Notices 
of the sale of the idle war plant were 
broadcast throughout the United States 
at a cost of $4,000. The plant was sold 
for $100,000 more than had been offered. 

Bruce Barton of Barton. Durstine & 
Osborn, discussing the subject, ‘‘ How 
to Sell the Agency,’’ made a plea for 
greater mutual tolerance between busi- 
ness papers and advertising encies. 
He said they should stop criticising 
each other and pull together. .Agencies 
and publications fighting one another 
were in about the same position as Fox- 
burg, Mass., and New York City, he de- 
clared. z

Independent operators controlling ap- 
proximately 20 per cent. of the produc 
tion of.anthracite coal in Pennsylvania 
and who have been charging from $9.50 
to $10.50 per ton, are said to have agreed 
to the $9.25 maximum, Independent op- 
erators controlling about 5 per cent. of 
the total output have held out and some 
are said to have felt that they should 
be allowed to charge as high as $12 a 
ton.

FOR DISCOVERING OIL 


It Utilizes the Principle of Radio- 
activity—Locates Minerals, 
Too, Inventor Says.

"PARIS, Oct. 12.—His perfection of an 
invention ‘for the locating of ‘under- 
ground bodies of oil and minerals, by 
means of which prospectors may esti- 
mate their depth within a few feet, is 
announced, by the Abbe Estines of Tou- 
louse, a doctor of physics and. mathe- 
matics and former professor of sciences 
in the College of Polignan. The inven- 
tion is based on the prifitipal of radlo- 
activity and was suggested to the 
priest’s mind by the affirmation of an 
Eingtish physicist in 1905, after the dis- 
covery of radium, that ‘ail metals 
radiate."’ Twelve years were spent fn 
working out the idea, but now, accord- 
ing to the inventor, he has an instru- 
ment which will rob the depths of the 
earth of their secyets. The Abbe Es- 
tines refuses to disclose any facts re- 
garding his instrument, except to say 
that it, weighs 300 pounds and operates 
best between the hours of 2 and 7 in 
the morning, when the ground is cool. 

As to the value of the “instrument, the 
Abbe declares that it will be proved fn 
the next few years by-the flowing of oil 
in France. 
strument, he says, France will be able 
to produce enough oil not only for her 
own consumption, but for export. He 
does not intend to patent his invention 
or to form a syndicate for ite exploita- 
tion, but will place ft. at the disposal of 
the French government for locating oil 
in the Pyrenees. 

According to the inventor, oil exists 
throughout the department of Aude 
Ariege and Hautes Pyrenees. He expects 
to prospect soon in Haute Garonne, 
where he believes of] exists, but he says 
the oil pockets of Puy de Dome are too 
shallow to be profitably exploited. 

The Abbe Estines says he has located 
oil lakes at Guipuzcoa, in Spain, though 
no Spanish geologists suspected its pres- 
ence in that idstrict.

SAY MRS. GIBERSON 
ALTERED BANK BOOK 


Prosecution Asserts That She 
Had Falsified Statement of 
Slain Husband's Account. 


MONEY NEARLY ALL DRAWN 


Officers Differ In Their Testimony 
as to How Woman Was Dressed 
on Day of Murder. 


Speotal to The New York Times. 

TOMS RIVER, N. J., Oct. 12.—The sec- 
ond day of the trial of Mrs. Ivy Giberson 
for the murder of her husband, Willfam 
F. Giberson, at their home in Lakehurst 
on the morning of Aug. 14, attracted an 
even larger crowd than the opening 
day. At the opening of court more than 
500 persons crowded into the room, 
while at least haif that number 
thronged the hall and corridors. Wo- 
men were in the majority, and resort- 
ed to every ruse possible to gain admis- 
sion. Mrs. Giberson's entrance to the 
court room was the occasion for demon- 
strations, both in favor of and against 
her. 

The prosecution spent 
day endeavoring to, show a motive for 
the crime by establishing that Mrs. 
Giberson had tampered with her hus- 
band’s bank : statements and = check 
book, Allaire H. Grant, cashier of the 
People’s National Bank of Lakewood, 
testified and produced his books to 
show that she had falsified her hus- 
band’s accounts. On July 31, 1922, the 
check book in Mrs. Giberson’s hand- 
writing showed a balance of $2,465.96, 
while the bank statement showed Giber- 
son had only $2.28 to his credit. 

A check for $84.68, drawn by Mrs. 
Giberson to pay her husband’s taxes, 
has never been through the bank, al- 
though the money has been withdrawn 
from the bank and deducted from the 
amount shown on his bank book. 

Officers William Mason, Edward J 
Kelley and Lavergne Wisner testified 
as to the condition of the Giberson house 
and the attitude of Mrs. Giberson on the 
morning of the murder. Their testimony 
differed in several instances. Mason 
declared Mrs. Giberson was fully dressed 
when he arrived, while Kelley said she 
had on her night dress un hour later.

Wisner declared she wore a blue and 
white striped apron. 

Mason established the fact for the 
defense that numbers of persons had 
been in the back yard all day and could 
have thrown the gun found In the out- 
house from one compartment to the 
other. Mason also said he had dis- 
covered a foot mark at the fence at the 
rear of the Giberson premises the morn- 
ing of the murder. The track, he said, 
was freshly made, 

The two bottles of chloroform found 
in the house by Mason also came in fot 
some discussion, until, Henry O. Britton, 
a druggist of Long Branch, was put 
on the stand to testify to the sale. 
Britton said he could not tell the date, 
although he remembered selling it to 
Mrs, Giberson. He said he was not com- 
pelled by the law to keep a record of 
sales, but was supposed to discover why 
the chloroform was purchased. He said 
Mrs. Giberson volunteered this informa- 
tion, saying that she desired to clean a 
white satin skirt. 

At.this point Mrs. Giberson whispered 
to her attorneys that the chloroform 
was purchased on Aug. 4, ‘whereupon 
Judge W. H. Jeffrey, of counsel for the 
defense, announced the date to the 
Court and jury. 

Brtton amplified his statement by say- 
ing that he: sold considerable quantities 
of chloroform for the purpose of clean- 
ing clothing... He said the amount of 
such sales was regulated by the judg- 
ment of the druggist making the 
He was not cross-examined by the de 
fense. 

After adjournment Judge Jeffrey said 
the defense would be able to explain 
the bank statements to the satisfaction 
of Court and jury. 

The State will call its chief witness, 
Detective Ellis Parker, to the stand to- 
morrow.
